God be praifed, that our Campaign is fo glorioufly 
ended by the Surrender of. a Place of fuch Impor- 
tance, and that, we have open’d our felves a way to 

reater Succeffes,.. We doubs not, moft dear Friends, 
Succefgis the mose welcome to you,in thar 
by your Carerand Succours, to which it is very much 
owing, you have fhewn your Readinefs ro promote 
the Intereft. of. the Common Caufe and Yurs, Moft 
dear Friends, this is what we were willing to advife 
you of by this prefent Letter, wihhing you all manner 
of Profperity. Given in our Royal Camp at Iiber- 
fheim, near Landau, the 23d of November.

Thankigiving for thisSuccefs. His Majefty and thofé 
2 Princes are finte gone t6 Heidelberg to meet the E- 
tector Palatin and the EleCtor of Mentz ; and thence 
his Majefty: will rerurn to Vienna by the way of Raf- 
tad.
